Angolan Rebels Burn 
Town, Attack Troops 


LUANDA, Angola (UPI)—Rebel marauders put a 
northern Angola town to the torch Monday and suicidal- 
ly attacked a Portuguese troop column in a spreading 


jungle terror campaign. 

A specially trained jungle war- 
fare unit was rushed to the Por- 
tuguese African territory border- 
ing the Congo and sources said 
Portugal was sending a _ 10,000- 
man armed force to try to smash 
the raids which have taken a 
heavy toll in lives, both Euro- 
peans and Africans. 


Marauders stormed the village 
of Lucunga which they first at- 
tacked five days ago. Remaining 
buildings in the town were 
burned. There were no reports of 
casualties in the town 372 miles 
east of the gleaming, modern 
capital city of Luanda. Some 
whites were reported to have been 
killed there in the initial attack.

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Cuban Revolt Has 
Worldwide Impact 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk ex- 
pressed the feelings of most Americans 
and that of the government yesterday in 
saying this ceuntry is in sympathy with 
the aims of Cuban rebels who have 
launched a bloody fight against the Castro 
regime. 

It is no secret to the world that the 
people of the United States are on the 
side of both the anti-Batista and anti- 
Castro forces. Our deepest feeling is for 
the Cuban people. President Kennedy 
made this perfectly clear a few days 
ago in outlining the administration’s 
stand. At the same time, as did Rusk, he 
has made it clear this country will not 
intervene with military force. 

It appears certain that an all-out 
struggle to oust Castro has begun. It could 
be long and bloody. Castro’s betrayal of 
his own revolution has been indicted by 
Cubans themselves and they now move 


for peace, freedom and social justice. 
The revolt, of course, will have dan- 
gerous worldwide implications. Commu- 
nist propaganda mills are grinding out 
their attacks on U.S. “imperialism” and 
accusing us of sponsoring the conflict. 
The United Nations already is a forum 
‘for accusations against this country from 
Castro and the Communist bloc. 

Reaction in Latin American nations 
will be all-important. At this stage, we 
can only hope the majority will side with 
Castro’s foes, realizing that a Commu- 
nist-dominated Cuba is a menace to the 
whole hemisphere. There will be many 
Latins, however, Communists and non- 
Communists, who will charge us with im- 
perialistic aggression. 

What is happening no doubt will have 
an effect on crises elsewhere—in Laos and 
Viet Nam, for instance. The Communists 
can be expected to point to Cuba as an 
excuse for stepped-up aggression. 

At any rate, the die is cast in Cuba. 
The extent of U.S. involvement, despite 
our pledge of nonintervention, will de- 
pend upon whether the Soviet Union 
intervenes. The Monroe Doctrine will be 
upheld.

Cities Do Their Duty 
And Expect Fairness 


Fulton County is better off than some 
rural counties. So the democratic ideal 
requires it to help less well-off counties 
pay for their schools. But the amount of 
help it gives ought to be reasonable. And 
it is being required to contribute unrea- 
sonably. Metropolitan superintendents 
asked for relief Monday. They ought to 
have it. 

This year, Fulton County will pay 
about $42 million to the state to be al- 
lotted under the Minimum Foundation 
Program. Fulton County will get back 
less than $13 million of this from the 
state. : 

So it is contributing some $29 million 
to support schools elsewhere in the state. 

This certainly appears to be a bit 
much to the Fulton County resident who 
was told Monday he is going to be taxed 
an extra mill locally to run his own 
schools, while so much of his state tax 
money goes to support other people’s 
schools in counties that aren’t taxing 
themselves a fair amount locally. 


The ‘“‘chargeback” formula of alloting 
state money is widening this inequity 
each year as school revenue grows. It has 
grown $34 million in the last three years. 
It is time to make the distribution fair. 


DeKalb Supt. Jim Chefry has the right 
idea in wanting the chargeback formula 
repealed and replaced by an equitable 
system that requires an equalized effort 
locally, so that counties pay locally as 
they are able. But Jim Peters is probably 
right in predicting the legislature will 
resist this. . 

Even if the legislature declines to re- 
peal the present inequity, however, it cer- 
tainly ought to do no less than freeze the 
allotment as it stands, permitting no fur- 
ther widening of the present inequity. 

Then as state revenue provides any ex- 
tra money, it ought to be dispensed on a 
matching basis that will encourage local 
effort. This takes away nothing that coun- 
ties are now getting, but simply requires 
more fairness in distributing future 
monies. 

The people of Georgia’s metropoli- 
tan areas have a right to expect the legis- 
lature to do this, at the least. They will 
insist upon it.

This is a tactic typical of the Birch movement. It holds the public 
intelligence in such low respect that it presumes to flimflam it. 
Welch’s written instructions to members on how to ask loaded ques- 
tions explains: ‘The question technique, when skillfully used in this 
way, is mean and dirty. But the Communists are after all meaner 
and dirtier.” 

Welch’s vision of a mean and dirty America is unacceptable to 
those who believe the strength of freedom lies in its fairness and 
cleanliness. But Welch has his own ideas there, too. ‘‘Democracy,”’ 
he has written, “is merely a deceptive phrase, a weapon of dema- 
goguery and a perennial fraud.” 

Presumably he was splitting the old hair and terming America 
a republic, not a.democracy. But even the republican form of govern- 
ment, he wrote, while having many attractions under certain favor- 
able conditions, ‘‘lends itself too readily to infiltration, distortion and 
disruption.”’ 

Seemingly discontent with the American system, he formed the 
Birch group “‘to be a monolithic body’’ under ‘‘completely authorita- 
tive control’? with members “subject to smoothly functioning direc- 
tion from the top.”’

WASHINGTON — The extraordinary impor- 
tance of being Konrad Adenauer—and the ex- 
traordinary power of personal character and per- 
sonal honor—is curiously illustrated in the 
chancellor’s visit to the United States. Seventeen

Germans dug in on the soil of France. 


This spring the leader of the 
free Germany which emerged 
from the defeat of the Nazis is 
here in the United States as. an 
honored and trusted—indeed an 
almost revered—guest. 

It is true, of course, that Amer- 
ican self-interest and high politics 
as well as sentiment have given 
the head of an ex-enemy land 
this high, peculiar status among 
us. For he leads the free world’s 
outpost in Europe, the West Ger- 
man Republic; he is an indispen- 
sable watching ally against the 
Russian hordes just to the east. 

This, however, is by no means 
all of it. Far more important 
even than his position in the allied 
power structure is his nature as 
a human being. A man who al- 
ways fought Hitler and what he 
stood for, Adenauer has person- 
ally since then reclaimed the de- 
cency and integrity of the German 
people. ee 

An unshakeable friend of the 
West, he is also an unshakeable 
enemy in his own homeland of 
that odd infection of savagery 


which so often in the past cursed: 


the Germans in Germany. He is 
more than a great political lead- 
er; he is an example, at its very 
best, of that thing called Euro- 
pean civilization. 

A little while ago, his principal 
political rival, Mayor Willy Brandt 
of West Germany, was also here. 


He, too, was welcomed every- 
where. But to this observer there 
is a great difference nevertheless 
in Washington’s response to the 
middle-aged and clever Brandt 
and to the massive and laconic 
85-year-old Adenauer. 

Both evoke respect here. But 
Adenauer—perhaps because of the 
somber dignity of his years and 
achievement and perhaps because 
of a personality having the weath- 
ered strength of a great old tree— 
draws a special regard. It can 


- be seen more easily than it can 


be described. 

He seems to represent some 
quality of timelessness; of a tra- 
ditional, patriarchial leadership; 
Some strange and rare victory of 
age over youth rather than of 
youth over age, as it usually goes. 

Nowhere in all the Chancellor's 
official rounds here was this more 
plainly true than in his brief ap- 
pearance before the U.S. Senate. 
This, too, is a traditional, a time- 
less, a patriarchial kind of body. 
And here “‘Der Alt’’ (the Old One) 
was most perfectly at home. 

If a strictly confidential poll 
had been taken—as, of course, it 
was not—this correspondent would 
have had no doubt of the result.

Dams and reclamation projects 
and irrigation are now common- 
place in this nation and if this 
commemorative observance were 
nothing more than an anniversary 
celebration of the completion of 
a dam, it would quite properiy 
deserve little notice. 

I would suggest, however, that 
every citizen of this republic can 
discover an important truth by 
becoming familiar with the events 
which led up to the construction 
of Theodore Roosevelt Dam. 

In 1902 the netion that govern- 
ment should assist in the conser- 
vation of water and the reclama- 
tion of arid lands was regarded as 
a radical proposal. 

The Hansbrough-Newlands Act, 
which is the mainspring of all 
reclamation works, provides that 
money from the sale of public 
lands in the West may be used 
for the development of Western 
lands. When the act was passed 
and signed into law by President 
Theodore Roosevelt the federal 
government, in effect, said to the 
people of Arizona: 

‘“‘We will not tell you where to 
build a dam, or what kind of a 
dam to build; we will not organize 
your project; we will not dictate 
terms or conditions—resolve your 
differences among yourselves; 


come to us with a proposal which 


will provide for the 
of the funds you seek, plus in- 
terest, and if your project offers 
a reasonable guarantee of suc- 
cess, we will loan you some 
money.” | 

The Salt River Project origi- 
nated with the people in the val- 


ley of central Arizona. The plan 
they selected provided for the 
repayment of all principal sums 
and for the payment of proper 
interest charges. 

This initial project, it seems to 
me, illustrates the true value of 
proper reclamation works. It was 
the creature of the people, the 
plan was sound and the results 
have demonstrated the wisdom of 
its construction. 

How different things are today, 
when reclamation projects are 
conceived in the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation and the Department of 
the Interior. When the feasibility 
clause is stretched to allow re- 
payment over 40 to 60 years, when 
substantial portions of capital ex- 
penditures are charged off to 
such difficult-to-define benefits as 
recreation, flood control and wild- 
life preservation. 

Reclamation projects which are 
initiated by the people and which 
meet the test of proper economic 
feasibility have contributed much 
to the development of the West. 
Projects which originate from the 
desire of technicians and engi- 
neers in the employ of the gov- 
ernment to keep busy must be 
questioned. 

The anniversary commemorat- 
ing the dedication of Roosevelt 
Dam symbolizes the proper kind 
of partnership between a fres

This was in the war years, the mid-1940s, and belts of most had been 
moved in a notch or two because rationing had taken most of the meat out of 
stores. A prime, Kansas City steak, about three inches thick, was the dream of 
‘most. A rare rib roast was dear and even if a choice cut was available, it took all the stamps that

Or ‘‘It 
looks like rare roast again tonight.”’

Just the other day NBC-TV 
agreed to pay the record sum 
of $615,002 for the privilege 
of broadcasting 
the 1961 pro 
fessional cham- 
pionship game 
in the National 
F 0 otball 
League. The 
same network 
will pay the | 
same sum in 
1961 for the 
same privilege. 

Now, it de- 
velops, ABC- 
TV has signed a 


roo-year 
contract with the Orange Bowl 
folks for the rights of telecast- 
ing the New Year’s game in 
Miami. This will cost ABC-TV 
$256,000 annually. 


Wow. 

I understand CBS-TV wanted 
to move its cameras into the 
Orange Bowl on New Year's 
Day for the gridiron classic and 
even offered the Bowl com- 
mittee more than $240,000 for 
the broadcast rights. But when 
CBS-TV found that ABC-TV had 
topped their bid by some $20,- 
000, CBS-TV withdrew its offer 
rather than become involved in 
a war over prices paid for such 
events. 


*- * *& 


THE PRICE put on the pro 
grid game by NBC-TV might 
just start a price war between 
the networks over the major 
athletic events. 


The new fee is more than 
triple what NBC-TV has been 
paying for the TV, rights to the 
championship game between the 
teams of the Eastern and West- 
ern conferences. Until last sea- 
son NBC-TV paid only $200,000 
for the TV rights. 


Previous top price paid for 
broadcast rights to an athletic 
event was $300,000 paid for the 
TV and radio privileges at the 
second Rockiy Marciano-Joe 
Walcott unpleasantness.

THE NBC-TV BID for the pro

Pay television is upon us—only the networks, 
not the hapless, -helpless viewers, are scrambling to 
pick up the tab for the costly entertainment.

tractions. 


The pro football champion- 
ship game conceivably could 
draw a multimillion-dollar gate. 

Scope of big screen TV would 
enhance such an attraction, for 
not only would the spectator oc- 
cupy an indoor seat, but, with 
the aid of TV’s telescopic lens, 
he could see the game to a 
greater advantage than even the 
coaches sitting on the side 
lines of the playing field. 

* * 

COMPETITIVE BIDDING of 
this sort, I believe, has hurt 
home-type pay TV. 


Eventually we might see the 
networks competing with thea- 
ter TV for the rights to major 
athletic events and theatrical 
attractions. 


Principal golf tournaments, 
the World Series, auto races, 
fights, and eventually some 
Broadway plays and even 
movies might fall into the hands 
of networks or big screen tele- 
vision promoters who eventually 
will become desperate for ma- 
terial with which to stoke the 
furnace of entertainment. 


As long as the networks are 
picking up the tab for such 
events the home viewer should 
not worry. 


But should such things be gob- 
bled up by the big screen TV 
people with admission prices 
ranging from $6 to $8 for a 
single seat, then the wage-earn- 
er might have some reason for 
concern. 


I congratulate both NBC-TV, 
which outbid teleprompter and 
ABC-TV which was aggressive 
enough to take 
the broadcast 
rights to the 
Orange Bow! 
game. 

Should ‘‘toll

Less, Remain Fit?

Constitution Food Editor 
Customs and traditions are always hard to break, 
but doctors are considering all of the better angles 
of one big meal a day in place of the customary three 


meals. 
If word gets around, many 
housewives will be jubilant while 


husbands may not go along 
with the idea. 


“As long as nutrition is ade- 
quate,"’ said one lécal doctor 
who is experimenting with eat- 
ing habits, ‘‘why worry about 
how many. meals you have? 
Many people seldom eat regular 
meals each day, anyway,” he 
contends. 


MEAL PATTERN 


Although the doctor is not 
sure of what man’s pattern 
should be, he pointed out that 
most of those with a Servant 
eat dinner at 6 o'clock in this 
country while in other countries 
where maids are scarce, they 
don’t eat dinner until 10 p.m. 


“Our whole knowledge of the 
eating pattern,”” he explained, 
“is based on tradition and cus- 
tom. But,” he continued, ‘‘there 
may be an unknown reason for 
the pattern that has been worked 
out.”’ 


Some say that if you eat one 
big meal a day, you will feel 
food-logged, drowsy and dis- 
tressed, while others explain 
that this feeling is common after 
any lunch or dinner. 


EXPERIMENTING 


“The whole idea of one meal a 
day is purely in the experimen- 
tal stage,’’ confided the doctor. 
“And it should be experimented 
with only in laboratories,” he 
emphasized. 


All of the nutrients could be 
included in this meal but wheth- 
er this would include adequate 
calorie intake has not been de- 
termined. 


Insecurity and boredom are 
frequent causes of excessive 
eating, he said. ‘‘You never see 
anyone racing to the kitchen 
during a shoot-’em-up television 
program, but the minute those 
commercials take the screen— 
the whole family makes their 
exit.”’ 

A NIBBLER 


If you aren't in favor of one 
or three meals a day, the only 
alternative is to be a_ nibbler. 


Recently, two biochemists came 
up with the idea that a nibbler 
loses more weight than a per- 
son who eats three meals a day. 


This statement may be true 
but, the Atlanta doctor pointed 
out, people who nibble.will have 
greater difficulty in estimating 
their. caloric intake than those 
who are disciplined to three 
meals a day. 


Researchers point out that 
“man is a born nibbler and that 
only convenience, customs, 
working habits and sociability 
make him a meal eater. 


RAT STUDY 


Rats were placed under care- 
ful study to help clarify this 
question. Part of the rats, also 
normally nibblers, were allowed 
to eat all of their food at one 
meal, while the others nibbled 
on theirs throughout the day. 


At the end of the experiment, 
the scientists concluded that 
those that had eaten only one 
meal had twice as much fat 
deposited as those that had 
nibbled. 


With other experiments, the 
biochemists learned that the 
body gets less protein from 
food consumed in full meal 
quantities than from food eaten 
i small portions throughout the 
ay. 


Whatever angles the doctors 
and biochemists discover, your 
eating habit, traditions and cus- 
toms are safe for a while. They 
haven't found scientific ‘proof 
conclusive enough to induce 
your skipping two meals a day 
—yet.

A shrewd refusal to accept a 
trick that had been literally thrust 
on him, enabled West to over- 
come the effects of an inferior 
lead in today’s hand.

Declarer was quick to seize the 
initiative. He permitted the lead 
to come to his ace. Then he 
cashed the king of spades and 
led a third round of the suit. When 
East followed with the queen 
South ruffed with the eight of 
hearts. He hoped to induce West 
to overruff with the jack if he had 
it. This would establish dummy’s 
seven of trumps as a late entry to 
run the established spades. 


However, West, after carefully 
contemplating declarer’s ‘‘Greek 
gift,’’ finally decided to reject it. 
Instead of overruffing he discard- 
ed a diamond, and South ultimate- 
ly had to concede a club and a 
diamond trick for down one. | 


Declarer’s failure to draw 
trumps immediately aroused 
West’s suspicions. When South, 
instad, went to work on develop- 
ing the spade suit with no visible 
sign of an entry to dummy, West’s 
misgivings were confirmed, and 
he quickly realized that his jack 
of hearts must be ’retained to pre- 
vent the establishment of the 
seven. He willingly sacrificed the 
trick to play for a bigger dividend.

WASHINGTON—A series of Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board de- 
cisions designed to prevent the 
compelling of union membership 
was struck down Monday by the 
Supreme Court. 


“The court disposed of five 
major labor cases that will affect 
dozens of others pending in the 
lower courts and before the 
NLRB in its principal rulings the 
court: 


—Upheld, 6 to 2, International 
Typographical Union contracts 
with newspapers providing that 
the foreman of the composing 
room or the mail room must be 
an ITU member and must. handle 
all hiring for that operation. 


GENERAL LAWS UPHELD 

—By the same vote, upheld a 
provision in ITU contracts mak- 
ing the ITU “general laws’’ appli- 
cable unless in conflict with fed- 
eral or state statutes. 


—By the same vote, found 
nothing illegal in bargaining 
agreements providing that casual 
workers, both union and non-union, 
shall be hired through a union- 
operated hiring hall. 


—Killed, 7 to 1, an NLRB policy 
of making unions and manage- 
ment refund to employes all union 
dues collected under an agree- 
ment found to constitute an 
illegal closed shop. | 


Justice William O. Douglas 
wrote the opinion of the court in 
all the cases. There was an eight- 
man court because Justice Felix 
Frankfurter took no part in any 
of them. 


Two cases settled long disputes 
about standard contracts sought 
by the Typographical Union. The 
first of these involved the New 
York Mailers’ Union No. 6, af- 
filiated with the ITU, and con- 
tracts with the New York Daily 
News and the Wall Street Journal. 


CALLED COERCIVE 


The contracts specified that 
mail room foremen must be mem- 
bers of the ITU and must do the 
hiring. The NLRB found that the 
foremen clauses, as it is called, 
was on its face a coercive device 
designed to make sure that only 
union members were hired—and 
thus a violation of the Taft-Hart- 
ley law. 

Two companion cases concerned 
a collective bargaining agree- 
ment between a Teamsters local 
and the California Trucking As- 
sociations. The agreement pro- 
vided that casual employees 
should be hired on the basis of 
seniority.

Dear Dr. Molner: Does a car- 
diogram always show heart 
trouble? I have had a pain for 
some time in the region of the 
heart and on my left side and 
shoulder and arm. 

I’ve had an examination and 
an electrocardiogram. It didn’t 
show what caused the pain but 
I’m scared.—Mrs. C. A. M. 


An electrocardiogram shows a 
lot of things; it can’t show every- 
thing. It shows whether the heart 
muscle is affected by poor circu- 
lation. It shows disorders in the 
rhythm of the heart, if any exist. 
It will detect faulty conduction of 
the impulse which tells the heart 
how often it should beat. 

It may not reveal the presence 
of angina pectoris, or spasmodic 
heart pain unless special modifi- 
cations of the electrocardiograph- 
ic procedure are used. 


In spite of the rather wide- 
spread belief that angina pectoris 
is always a sign of serious heart 
disease, that just is not so. There 
are various kinds of angina, some 
of them giving no indication what- 
soever of anything wrong with the 
heart. 

After having had an examina- 
tion, including an electrocardio- 
gram, I myself would dismiss the 
tthought of heart disease, and I

ALL OUTDOORS 


Gear’s Good, 
But Could 
Be Better

Today there is such an assort- 
ment of devices on the market, 
to make fishing, hunting and 


they have ever 
E been before, 


I wonder. how 

ever got 

along with just 

the simple gear. 

Even the 

thought of such 

Charles Elliett things as hand 

warmers, polaroid glasses, vac- 

uum jugs for water;- and all 

the new-fangled gadgets that go 

on a boat, would have made our 

outdoor ancestors laugh them- 

selves silly. Yet us moderns re- 

gard them as commonplace and 

even consider that without cer- 

tain of those aids, we subject 

ourselves to a rather Spartan 
existence. 


Yet I am of the opinion—as if 
that makes any difference— 
that the manufacturers have not 
yet come up with all the gadgets 
necessary to provide for com- 
plete comfort in the outdoors. In 
spite of thermal socks, insect re- 
pellents, camp cooking units 
that will do almost everything 
but kiss you goodnight, and hun- 
dreds of other luxuries, some 
items are still sadly lacking. 
Our inventive genius has brought 
us close to filling those gaps, 
but somehow we've never quite 
made it. 


I am certain that every out- 
doorsman, whether he devotes 
his hours to fishing, hunting, 
hiking, camping, boating or sim- 
ply sitting in the shade of a tree, 
has his own pet list of equip- 
ment he could use, but which 
now does not exist. Since most 
of us are too trifling to stand up 
and make our wants known, we 
simply go on relaxing — and 
wishing — and waiting for some 
particular outdoor contrivance. 


It boils down to gear as sim- 
ple as a fishing cap. There are 
exactly 13 caps swinging on the 
tines of the elkhorn hatrack in 
my den. They are made_of wool, 
nylon, cotton, plastic, some sub- 
stance which resembles pliable 
cork, or a combination of two 
or more of those. And yet none 
of them quite fills the require- 
ment of what I'd like to have. 


My chief complaint about most 
caps is the bill or beak — the 
front part that projects beyond 
the forehead to protect your eyes 
and other parts of your face. I 
haven't found a cap with a bill 
of medium width and length that 
will shed water in a rainstorm. 
The rain either trickles down be- 
hind the bill and runs in my 
eyes,.or the beak of the cap 
absorbs it like a sponge, gets 
floppy and out of shape, and 
then hardens into a distorted lay- 
er of cardboard when it dries 
out again. An adequate fish- 
ing cap is a simple requirement, 
but no one has come up with 
it yet. 


Out of dozens and dozens of 
different folding chairs, every 
one leaves something to be de- 
sired. No manufacturer of out- 
door gear has as yet perfected 
a compact chair which is light, 
will fold in such a manner that it 
may be stored in a small space, 
and yet is equipped with a com- 
fortable back and arm rests. 


I can hear one of my pionecr- 
ing ancestors exclaim, “If ye 
want to set, why in tarnation 
don’t ye set on the ground and 
lean ag’in a tree!’’ Grandpa’s 
right, of course, except that he 
would never believe how far 
along the luxury road his pro- 
geny has come. 


Since I've gone completely soft, 
I may as well wish for a week's 
supply of cooking fuel that I can 
carry in my pocket, in place of a 
sturdy, old-fashioned ax, a 
featherweight air mattress that 
won't puncture when I lay it on 
a holly leaf or blackberry briar, 
and a powder that I can sprinkle 
in my shoes or rub on my pants 
legs to discourage the chiggers 
and ticks, without dissolving the 
britches or the leather. 


The list could go on and on, 
but it would only further prove 
what I have contended for a long 
time—that if we ever get down to 
the hard, tough bedrock of sur- 
vival, some of us softies will be 
completely sunk.

DETROIT # — Slowly but sure- 
ly compact cars are taking a 
steadily increasing bit of the new 
car market. 


The high point so far — 34.3 per 
cent—was reached last month 
Currently, slightly more than 36 
per cent of all production is be- 
ing devoted to the shorter-wheel- 
base models. 


One factor contributing to the 
steady rise is the constantly in- 
creasing variety of models avail- 
able in the so-called compact 
lines. Ten nameplates are selling 
in the compact field and by next 
month each of them will have a 
minimum of a two-and four-door 
sedan model, plus at least one 
station wagon. Most have con- 
siderably more. 


The big shift to smaller cars 
came with the introduction of 
compacts by the major manu- 
facturers in the fall of 1959. 


In 18 months the share has in- 
creased an average of 1 per cent 
per month, from 16.3 to 34.3.

DOWN TO 45,968 

Georgia’s total insured unem- 
ployment eased down to 48,709 in 
the week ended April 8 from 49,- 
648 in the preceding week, thus 
extending to five weeks a decline 
from last month’s high of 56,- 
777 in the week ended March 4. 


The latest drop brought the num- 
ber of state-insured jobless pay 
claimants down to 45,968, or 6.1 
per cent of all workers covered 
by the state program. 


STILL ABOVE YEAR AGO 

This compared with 47,486, or 
6.3 per cent, in the preceding 
week, and also represented the 
fifth straight decline from the 
March high of 54,465, or 7.2 per 
cent. But it remained substanti- 
ally above the 4.2 per cent in- 
sured unemployment level for the 
first week in April 1960. 


The difference between total 
and state-covered insured unem- 
ployment is made up by jobless 
federal civilian employes and ex. 
servicemen covered by federal 
programs. 


LOWEST SINCE DECEMBER 


This total declined to 2,141 in 
the first week of April from 2,162 
in the preceding week and 2,312 
a month earlier. 


The latest totals are the lowest 
for Georgia since the final week 
of December 1960, when 41,822, or 
5.7 per cent of all state-insured 
workers, made jobless pay claims. 


The ratio then rose above 7 per 
cent in each of the following 10 
weeks, with the figures setting 
postwar highs in the week ended 
Feb. 4 of 57,998 total insured un- 
employed and 55,718, or 7.5 per 
cent of all state-insured workers. 


In the first three months of 
1960, the ratio of state-insured un- 
employment ranged between 4.1 
and 4.7 per cent.

The total of 23,402,000 tons for the 
year to date is 40.0 per cent be- 
hind the 39,292,000 tons produced 
in the same 15 weeks of 1960, the 
institute reported. 


Industry sources have been talk- 
ing about a pickup in demand for 
several weeks. Backlogs are grow- 
ing steadily. May orders are re- 
ported as much as 20 per cent 
ahead of April’s while auto pro- 
duction, a prime user of steel, is 
expected to increase.

STEPS BEING PLANNED 


Dixon said two steps are being 
planned to help speed the FTC 
attack,”’ 


1. “A determined effort to com- 
pact the schedule of hearings on 
any case."’ He said some hearings 

now drag on so long “you would 

think that lawyers and witnesses 
still had to travel by horseback 
and canal barge.”’ 


2. The FTC will “give respon- 
sibility to one man for the devel- 
opment, trial and forward prog- 
ress of each case.” 


PRESSES SPEED PACE 


Dixon promised that, in an age 
when ‘‘dubious advertising travels 
at broadcast speed or as fast as 
modern presses can roll it out 

. we're going to serve injured 
business and consumers with a 
squad car instead of a hearse."’ 


The FTC chief said both con- 
sumers and law-abiding business- 
men suffer when advertising is 
false or deceptive. He said con- 
gumers ‘‘get gypped, disillusioned 
and irritated’ while businessmen 
lose customers to competitors 
“for no other reason that that the 
competitor is a convincing liar 
in his advertising.” 


Dixon said some people have 
tried to convey the impression 
that all the big and well-known 
business firms comprise the ‘‘hon- 
est overwhelming majority” 
whereas false advertising is the 
work of the “irresponsible few’’ 
who operate on a shoestring.
